Let us strengthen our 
community by respect for one another's cultures and 
faiths, a prerequisite and privilege of being Americans.” 

Unfortunately, because of space, everybody who wanted 
to sign the statement was unable to. In addition, it was 
decided to exclude the name of anybody directly connected 
with the current controversy over religion in the schools. 

It is gratifying to know that there are so many public- 
spirited citizens here who are concerned over what has 
been happening in Sierra Madre. 

It is even more gratifying to know that they have 
taken action to convince us that sanity, after all, is more 
normal than insanity.—H.W.E.

IT APPEARS that the 
weather will permit the con¬ 
clusion of hose testing that 
must be done occasionally. 
All fire hose must be tried 
by pressure above the nor¬ 
mal to determine if weak¬ 
ness has developed. For the 
past several weeks, drill 
nights have been too wet to 
accomplish the work. It is 
necessary to remove all hose 
from the beds, (four trucks) 
examine for leaky joints, 
develop pressure through 
each length and record each 
section as to location, etc. 

This requires much work 
that is not easy. The records 
are filed for reference and if 
hose is found in unsafe con¬ 
dition, it is salvaged. There is 
an average of 1,000 feet of 
large hose on each truck, 
plus the smaller hose.

Stomach Ulcers Are Price 
Of Modern Civilization 


Ulcers are usually control¬ 
led by special diets. Bland 
and soft foods which will 
neutralize the acids in the 
gastric juices are recom¬ 
mended. Foods.that are harsh 
and rough irritate the ulcer. 

Even after the ulcer is 
healed, physicians recom¬ 
mend some restrictions in 
diet and way of life.

Stomach ulcer is becoming more and more the price 
many of us pay for the frustrations and tensions of our 
present-day civilization. 

There are more than 10,000,000 ulcer cases in this 
country alone. And indications are that the number of 

cases is increasing daily. 
Ulcers spare no race, nation 
or occupation. Even small 
children have been victims. 

The fundamental cause of 
this disease is not known. 
But no doctor will deny that 
ulcers seem to accompany 
worry, tension and fretful- 
ness. At the height of the 
aerial bombirtgs of England 
and Germany during World 
War II, the incidence of ul¬ 
cers among the people of 
those countries reached epi¬ 
demic proportions. 

PEPTIC ULCERS are sores* 
in the lining of certain parts 
of the digestive tract. They 
are found most frequently in 
two places—the stomach and 
the duodenum, which is the 
first part of the small intes¬ 
tine leading from the stom¬ 
ach. Ulcers of the stomach 
are known as gastric ulcers, 
and ulcers of the duodenum, 
duodenal ulcers. Duodenal 
ulcers are the most common. 

Normally, the tissue lining 
the stomach and the duo¬ 
denum is not affected by the 
stomach’s strongly acid gas¬ 
tric juices. Sometimes, how¬ 
ever, the lining loses Its re¬ 
sistance. Just what causes 
this is not definitely known. 
It is believed that severe 
mental and nervous strain 
causes a disturbance of the 
nerves which control the 
blood supply to the lining, 
weakening it and permitting 
the juices to attack it, thus 
forming an ulcer. 

Pain is the outstanding 
symptom of this disease. It 
is sometimes described as 
being similar to the pain of 
hunger. It occurs in the pit 
of the stomach, just below 
the breastbone. If the ulcer 
is in the stomach, the pain 
will come one-half to two 
hours after a meal. If the 
ulcer is in the duodenum, 
the pain may not start un¬ 
til two to four hours after 
eating. 

SINCE OTHER illnesses 
also cause pain in this re¬ 
gion, it is important for a 
person who has such pain to 
see his physician at once. 
Under proper treatment, 
which includes rest, diet and 
medicines, pain of ulcers can 
be relieved in about 10 days. 
But it takes several weeks 
for the sore to heal. 

Physical and mental rest 
are especially important. An 
ulcer victim must try to 
avoid worry or upset. Va¬ 
cations with a chance for 
complete relaxation are very 
helpful.
